CONCLUSION OF THE 
- MANEY TRIAL. 


TESTIMONY OF THE DEFENDANT AND 
OTHERS—ARGU MENT OF COUNSEL 
—CHARGE OF THE JUDGE—VER- 
DICT OF ACQUITTAL, 


Especially Reported for the Army and Navy Fournal. 

There was a large throng of people in the United 
States Court at the opening of the trial of Lieuten- 
ant Maney, April 19. A larger number of ladies 
than usual were noticed inside of the rail, and 
prominent officers from Fort Sheridan were aiso 
present. 

Capt. Edward 8S. Chapin, 15th Inf., testified that 
he was officer of the day, about Oct. 1, 1893, and 
that while walking with Lieutenant Maney, the de- 
fendant, from the Adjutant’s office to their quarters, 
Captain Hedberg had come down from his porch 
and approached Lieutenant Maney in an excited 
manner and had an earnest conversation with him, 
which the witness did not hear. That thereupon 
Lieutenant Maney said to the witness: ** Ted, come 
here,” and he then turned to Capt. Hedberg and said: 
“Will you say that again?’ Lieutenant Maney 
said Captain Hedberg had threatened to kill him, 
and he asked Captain Hedberg if he would say that 
again, and Captain Hedberg made no reply, but 
walked slowly backward to his quarters. Captain 
Chapin also testified that the usual route of travel 
from the Quartermaster’s store, where Captain 
Hedberg procured the articles which he had under 
his arms at the time he was shot, was a different 
route from that he took, and along which he was 
traveling at the time he met Lieutenant Maney. 

After a long controversy affidavits were admitted 
impeaching the witness, Private Johnson, and show- 
ing that he has testified differently as to the same 
facts on different occasions. 1st Lieut. S. S. Pague 
identified official certificates of good character and 
for meritorious service performed by Lieutenant 
Maney against the Indians in San Andreas Moun- 
tains in 1880. 

It was then that the interest of the great throng 
of spectators which filled every available spot in 
the courtroom was gratified, when Mr. Forrest 
said in a loud tone: “ Lieutenant Maney, take the 
stand.” The defendant left his seat from the side 
of his mother and a number of ladies by whom he 
has been surrounded during the trial, walked in 
front of the jury, and in answer to questions by 
Mr. Forrest testified that he was born in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., 38 years ago, and gave some account 
of his Army service. During those three years of 
his command of a company of Apache Indian scouts 
in Arizona, he was involved in eight general en- 
gagements with hostile Indians, and this work con- 
tinued until the Indian chief Victoria was killed. 


Mr. Forrest followed in detail the history of the 
defendant in his service upon the frontier at Fort 
Lewis, Colo.; Fort Stevenson, on the Missouri 
River, and at Fort Buford in 1890, at which place 
he first met the slain officer, Captain Hedberg. 

Q. Did you know Captain Hedberg’s reputation 
before that time? A. I did. | : 

Q. Prior to Captain Hedberg’s reinstatement, had 
you written or prepared a letter to be forwarded to 
Washington respecting his reinstatement in the 
Army? A. I did; I was requested to do so. by 
Colonel Humphreys, of my regiment, at the request 
of the commanding officer. 7 ; 

Q. What was that letter written for? A. As a 
protest against Captain Hedberg’s reinstatement. 

. Did you have any feeling against Captain 
Hedberg at the time when you went to Washing- 
ton? A. No definite feeling. It was_shortly after 
the first Cleveland Administration. When Captain 
Hedberg was reinstated and rejoined the regiment 
in 1889 I received him as I would any stranger 
joining the regiment. 

Mr. Forrest had offered to read the day before 
the proceedings of the court-martial in New Mexi- 
co which dismissed Captain Hedberg from the ser- 
vice in 1873. There was a wrangle between counsel 
as to the admissibility of the record, and all Mr. 
Forrest was able to do was to get before the jury 
the fact that the War Department records showed 
that the deceased officer had been found guilty, and 
that this fact was known to Lieutenant Maney. 

A long series of questions brought out the fact 
that on the day of the shooting, the 30th of October, 
1893, Lieutenant Maney was Regimental Quarter- 
master, Ordnance Officer and acting Adjutant at 
Fort Sheridan, and among other duties had charge 
of the 630 acres embraced in the Government 
Reservation at that post. 

Gradually the witness approached the incipiency 
of the trouble between the defendant and the de- 
ceased officer which grew out of the challenge of 
Captain Hedberg, and his moral disqualification to 
sit on a general court-martial at Fort Sheridan in 
1892, and concerning this matter the witness said: 
**I was unwell that day and in bed. Captain Hed- 
berg came to me and said that he was a member of 
the court-martial then convened at the post, and 
that the accused had challenged him on the ground 
that he was a convicted felon, and disqualified 
from sitting on the court. He said he had been to 
Colonel Humphreys and that the Colonel had re- 
ferred him to me, and he asked me what he should 
do about it. He said he had asked for a delay to 
make his statement in reply to the challenge, and 
the Court had granted it until 10 o’clock the next 
day for him to make his statement. He asked me 
what he should do, and I advised him—wrote out 
such a statement as I would advise him to make to 
the court.” 

Q. What did you write out? A. The substance 
of it was that the court had erred in subjecting 
him to such a position, in permitting an enlisted 
man to attack his character and integrity as an 
officer, and that the rights of a challenge were 
never intended for that purpose; and further, that 
the action of Congress and the President of the 
United States, in his case, amounted to a pardon. 


I advised him also in case the court sustained the 
challenge, to go at once to the Department Com- 
mander and prepare his mind for an appeal from 
such action. 

Q. What did Captain Hedberg do? A. I learned 
that he did not submit this statement, but had 
simply gone before the court and asked to be ex- 
cused, and had been excused. When 1 next saw 
him I told him that his action was a confession of 
his moral disqualification; that it could not be re- 
garded in any other light by any reasonable man. 
Captain Hedberg said he didn’t give a damn what 
anybody thought; that he had plenty of friends in 
Washington. He then asked me if I thought he 
was guilty of the charges upon which he had been 
tried in New Mexico in 1873. My reply was, “ You 
had better let sleeping dogs lie, it makes no differ- 
ence what I think about it.” We separated then 
and had no further conversation. 

Q. Did you meet him afterward in the Adjutant’s 
office? A. Yes, I met him very nearly every day: 
my duties required me to be there. 

Q. How did you treat him after that? A. 
posely avoided him. 

Q. Why? A. There was a little feeling on both 
sides, and I did not care to have anything further 
to do with his affairs. 

Q. What was the next conversation that you 
had with him? A. Shortly after that he came to 
my office, and extended his hand, and wanted to 
apologize for the words he had used, and said that 
he wanted us to be friends, or words to that effect. 

Then a long examination disclosed the fact that 
Captain Hedberg secured through his visit to Wash- 
ington a detail in Chicago on the recruiting ser- 
vice; that for a short time he had command of 
what the witness denominated “a flesh and blood 
company,” but that most of the time the deceased 
officer was in command of a “ paper company,” 
and that the only duty Captain Hedberg had to 
perform as Captain of the paper company was to 
serve as officer of the day once in 12 or 13 days, 
and on courts of inquiry, occasionally. 

@. Was there any truth in the statement that you 
were one of a conspiracy to have Captain Hedberg 
dismissed from the service? A. None whatever, 
Captain Hedberg, however, was constantly brood- 
ing over this subject, and of his former treatment 
and present treatment in the regiment. Constantly 
brooding over his entire connection with the Army. 

A line of questions then traced the relations of 
Captain Hedberg and the defendant down to Sep- 
tember, 1893. 

Q. Tell us about the time Captain Hedberg was 
having the leaves raked in his yard, while you were 
Quartermaster in charge of the men doing such 
work? A. I noticed one day that a couple of men 
were raking leaves in Captain Hedberg’s yard, and 
I went over to them and saw Captain Hedberg 
there, and I told him to have the men stop raking 
the leaves. I told him why I didn’t want the lawns 
raked, and told him to have it stopped at onee. 
These men were my fatigue men, and I told him 
when he wanted any work of that kind done to 
come to me, and if necessary I would have it done. 

Q. Did he have any right to give them orders? 
A. None whatever. 

Q. In what tone did you say this to him? A. It 
must have been in an emphatic tone. The next 
day he complained to me that he didn’t like to be 
spoken to in the way I had spoken to him, in the 
presence of enlisted men. I disclaimed any inten- 
tion to offend him, just simply told him I wished to 
make the order emphatic. 

Vas he the officer of the day at that time? 
A. He was. After that I noticed he was very

Mr. Forrest made a strong effort to have this an 
swer stricken out, but it was permitted to stand. 

Mr. Forrest conducted a lengthy cross-examina 
tion of the witness with a view of showing that 
his testimony had been molded by what the attor 
ney called “ the Welsh corterie,” at Fort Sheridan, 
but the witness was firm in his belief that) the 
sworn statement of Lieutenant Maxwell was un 
reliable and “if important he would shade it.” 
Mr. Forrest then recalled Captain, Humphreys and 
sought to show that he, too, was an active momber 
of the “ Welsh faction,” and identitied with the 
friends and widow of the deceased; but further 
than disclosing the fact that there were agressive 
factions among the subordinate officers at Fort 
Sheridan, nothing of importance was elicited from 
the witness, 

2d Lieut. H. J. Hirsch, 15th Inf., also testified 
substantially to the same effect as to the reputa ion 
of Lieutenant Maxwell in his regiment. 

2d Lieut. Charles C. Jamieson, 15th Inf., swore 
that he would not believe Lieutenant Maxwell 
under oath “when his personal interest was at 
stake.” 

The defense subsequently introduced four wit 
nesses in rebuttal of the testimony against Lieuten 
unt Maxwell, the court having limited them to this 
number, Capt. Geo. F. Cooke, loth Inf... was 
asked: ; 

Q. Do you know Lieutenant Maxwell's general 
reputation for truth and veracity? <A. I do. 

Q. Is it good or bad? A. It is good. 

@. From what you know of his reputation, would 
you believe him under oath? A. | would. 

Mr. Forrest placed upon the stand Capt. Stephen 
R. Stafford, 15th U. S. Inf., who swore that he 
had known Lieutenant Maxwell for about two 
years, that he knew his general reputation for truth 
and veracity, and that it was good. On cross-ex- 
amination by Mr. Hand, the witness said: “I have 
never heard his reputation for truth and veracity 
questioned by anybody.” 

Capt. G. J. MeGoniglhe 15th Inf., testified to 
same effect. 

2d Lieut. Harold L. Jackson, loth Int., testitied 
that he had known Lieutenant Maxwell for some 
years, and that his reputation for truth and verac- 


he 


ity Was good, 

This closed the testimony in the case, the | 
Attorney, Mr. Milehrist, having commenced his 
irgument before it was all in. 

The argument took on a dramatic aspect as Mr. 
Milcehrist: gathered from the exhibits in eviden 
(aptain Hedberg’s military overcoat and his forage 
eap, and placing them upon his person walked 
back and forth in front of the jury, with the parceis 
under his arm, which the evidence showed Captain 
Hedberg carried, and all the while the counsel 
urgued the ‘mprobability of Captain Hedberg with 
a broken wrist, loaded down with great bundles 
under each arm, being such a position as to ts 
sume a threatening attitude toward Lieutenant 
Maney which would justify the defendant in draw- 
ing his revolver and covering Captain Hedberg for 
more than six minutes before the fatal shot was 
fired. The argument of Mr. Milchrist was enthu 
siastic and at times full of pathos, and frequently 
as the counsel referred to the home-life and genial 
character of the dead officer the widow of Captain 
Hedberg, who sat at the counsel table, clothed in 
deep mourning, was overcome with emotion, 

The District Attorney concluded his argument 
with a fierce attack upon Lieutenant Maxwell's 
credibility, saying: “If all the officers from Fort 
Sheridan were to come down here and swear that 
Maxwell was an honorable man, they would sim 
ply attempt to impeach the good Lord himself. You 
saw Maxwell on the stand, and he did not look 
like an honest man, didn’t act like an honest man 
and didn’t appear to be an honorable man. If the 
colonel of his regiment and the commanding officer 
of the post would not, as he swears, believe him 
under oath, why should Maxwell turn to a jury 
of his countrymen and ask them to believe him?” 
The United States Attorney characterized as fals 
every statement which Lieutenant Maxwell made 
concerning the threat which he said Captain Hed 
berg had made in his presence a few days before 
the shooting. Referring to the plea of self-defense 
interposed by Lieutenant Maney, the Distriet At 
torney said Captain Hedberg would never have 
acted as he did if he was not a brave, honorable 
man, and he would never have been shot down by 
Lieutenant 7 aney in the manner in which he was 
like a dog Maney had not been a coward. 

A portion °? the record in the court-martial ease 
of Captain Hedberg was here admitted and the re 
port of the House of Representatives upon his 
restoration. At the close of the argument, Mrs. 
Hedberg was led from the courtroom on the arm 
of Captain Humphreys, of the 15th Inf., and court 
adjourned for the noon recess, 


ARGUMENT FOR THE DEFENSR. 


Ss. 


In the afternoon Mr. Francis P. Blair, one of the 
counsel for the defense, who was a classmate of 
Lieutenant Maney at West Point, made a brief 
plea on behalf of the defendant, in which he said: 

Gentlemen, we do not sue in this case for merey: 
we sue for justice. We ask you to restore this 
officer to his regiment; we ask you to restore this 
defendant, the first-born son, his mother, fully 
vindicated.” 


As Mr. Forrest began his final argument for 
the defense the widow of Captain Hedberg with 
drew from the courtroom. Mr. Forrest accused 
the District Attorney of “ oppressing a brave and 
honored officer, such as Lieutenant Maney had 
shown himself to be, on many battletields, defend 
ing the flag of the nation.” He urged that the case 
was one of self-defense and that the only choice 
of the jury was between acquittal and a verdict of 
suilty of murder. “* It will be,” he said, “ no favor 
to the defendant, no kindness to him, to convict 





him of manslaughter.” 

Mr. Forrest then criticised the conduct of seme 
one who, as he said, was known to him, for hav- 
ing tampered with the witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion. He said that their testimony had, in ma- 
terial features, been changed from the time they 
testified before Judge Grosscup on the application 
of Lieutenant Maney for admission to bail, and on 
this present hearing. He read from the record in 
support of this statement and directed the attention 
of the jury to the fact that there were numerous 
petty jealousies constantly astir at Fort Sheridan 
between a faction headed by Lieutenant Welsh and 
Lieutenant Maney, and he said: “It is a re 
markable circumstance that all of the witnesses 
save one who have been called to impeach Lieuten 
ant Maxwell, can be traced to Lieutenant Welsh. 
Gentlemen of the Jury, the fact about the matter 
is this: Welsh contingent are all that are against 
us. You saw them, how they looked. It is quite 
evident to you and to me that that Welsh contin 
gent does not constitute the fighters of the 15th 
Inf. They are the carpet knights: they are the 
dancers; the namby pambies and the sissies of the 
th Inf” 

_ Mr. Forrest further said: “If any man living 
is entitled to a reasonable doubt at the hands of 
un American jury is not that man entitled to it 
who has borne his part well as an American 
soldier tried and true, and never flinched? I am 
proud, gentlemen, to defend this soldier of the 15th 

. S. Inf., proud that I have appeared in this 
court in his behalf, and prouder still, gentlemen, 
since I have had the priviege of meeting and be 
coming acquainted with the woman that went 
through the valley of the shadow of death to give 
birth to Jim Maney. He is an American standing 
for the tlag and all that the flag symbolizes. Give 
him back, gentlemen, to her, and give him back te 
lennessee; give him back to the 15th Inf.: give him 
back to his country; give him back to his God 
will follow that flag as he always has followed it. 
like a brave American soldier, as no act in his past 
can be brought up now to cast dishonor on him.” 

CLOSING FOR THE PROSEBOUTION. 

Judge Hand, Assistant U. S. Attorney, closed th 
case with an argument for the prosecution. In it 
he said: “On the morning of the 30th of October 
Maxwell appears and pours his poisonous lie inte 
the ear of Maney, which to Maney was a reality. 
Maney undoubtedly believed what Maxwell said. 
And as that poison went into his brain it set him 
afire again. He says in his heart: “1 wrote this 
math net to provoke me again, and now he has told 
this man Maxwell that he is going to kill me.” 
What did he do* Why, he buckles on the pistol, 
Which he secured the day after he wrote the letter 
threatening to kill/ Hedberg, that murderous weapon, 
and as he tells you here on the stand, *I put it 
on for Alfred Hedberg.” He got that pistol the 
day after he wrote that letter, and he carried it 
until the earth drank up the blood of his victim, and 
he never carried it after that. g&fter Maxwell tells 
him this poisonous story he undoubtedly feels just 
as he said in this letter.” 

THE JUDGE'S CHARGE. 

Judge Grosscup’s instructions to the jury were 
regarded as very favorable to the defendant, as ex- 
hibited in the following abstract, which is a fair 
presentation of the charge as a whole: “Ll never 
knew a cause where the testimony offered by the 
prosecution fits more accurately into the facts 
subsequently offered by the defendant. Take the 
threat said to have been made by Captain Hedberg 
Oct, 2. Could a stronger corroboration be thought 
of than the letter previously offered by the prose 
cution? That letter, unless written with a view 
to a trial like this, conclusively shows that some 
threats of a serious character had been made. Bu 
the letter could not reasonably have been written 
for such a prospective purpose as this trial, for it 
breathes an enraged feeling and abandonme nt that 
no man would purposely threw into a case. 

The Judge referred in similar terms to the cir- 
cumstances of the encounter, as described by eye- 
witnesses. The words they report hearing Lieuten 
aunt Maney use “unnatural and foolish when stand- 
ing alone, weave accurately into the story of the 
defendant, and, standing there, are sensible and 
natural.’ 

The kicks so difficult to account for on the 
theory of a premeditated attack obtain, through the 
defendant’s testimony, a reasonable place and mean 
ing in the encounter, and the bullet holes in the 
overcoat are a forcible corroboration of the de- 
fendant’s statement that Captain Hedberg was try 
ing to draw his pistol. 

Then look at the defendant on the stand, did he 
act like a man that was reciting a_ fixed story? 
Was there anything outside of his interest that 
aroused your suspicion? You have a right, too, to 
look at the character and career of the defend- 
ant, not because soldierly service exempts him 
from the observance of the civil laws, but be¢ause 
it may throw light on the truth of the encounter. 
If he went out seeking for the blood of Captain 
Hedberg, he pursued a most cowardly course to- 
ward his victim. If, on the other hand, the eneoun- 
ter was, as he stated it, then he displayed coolness 
and courage in his efforts to ese ape the struggle. 
A man of timidity or excitability, self-defending, 
would have fired before the defendant did The de- 
fendant is shown to have been a man -f coolness 


und courage, not a coward. If the former, it, to 
some eXtent, corroborates his statement of the 
event. 

THE VERDICT OF NOT GUILTY. 

The jury left the court room about 3:30.) Mrs 
Grosscup, the wife of the Judge, and their daughter, 
sat beside his Honor upon the bench. Every inch 
of space in the room was occupied as the jury re 
tired. Nothing was heard from them for more than 
un hour and a half—a period of great suspense for 
ed mother, who clung

to his side, The jury returned and amid breathless 
silence, as they were asked by the court, “Are you 
ready to announce your verdict?’ Foreman Wil- 
son replied, “Your Honor, we wish further instruc 
tions on the difference between m anslaughter anid 
justifiable homicide.” Lieutenant Maney's face be 
came illumed, as it was the first time during the 
great trial that he was absolutely sure he would 
not be found guilty of murder 

Judge Grosscup repeated his instruction, clearly 
defining the difference between maaslaughter and 
murder, and the jury solemnly filed out once more 
Fifteen minutes later, the jury returned, and the 
foreman handed to the court a paper.; his Hlonor 
glanced his e ve over it, asked the jurors, “Was and 
is this your verdict 7” and each nodded his assent. 
Judge Grosscup read the words, “We, the jury, find 
the defendant, James A. Maney not guilty.” The 
words had not all been uttered when great tears 
of joy rolled down the cheek of the aged mother, 
who clung to the side of her boy. Lieutenant Ma 
ney threw his arms around her and kissed her 
ugain and again. Emotion overcame the discipline 
in which the friends and comrades of Lieutenant 
Maney had been trained, and despite the admoni 
tion of the court throngs of people gathered about 
him, shaking his hands, and shouting their con 
vratulations. A young officer rushed up to Lieu 
tenant Maney, and with tears in his eyes threw 
his arms around the Lieutenant’s neck. The sol 
emn, dignified bailiff rapped for order. UDemonstra 
tion ceased for a moment while his Honor conveyed 
the thanks of the government to the twelve men, 
court formally adjourned, and then for an hour 
great was the demonstration of joy. 











CONGRESS 

As svon as the Army appropriation bill has been 
passed by the House, Chairman Outhwaite will ask 
the Military Conynittee to report his reorganization 
hill with some amendments suggested by oflicers of 
the Army. Mr. Outhwaite says the bill was not 
introduced as a perfect measure. It was intended 
to draw out comments from the service that would 
be of value in panes it. He is not wedded to 
uny particular form of bill, but is actuated solely by 
a desire to do what will be best for the Army as a 
whole. He believes that the committee will be able 
to report a bill to the House that will accomplish 
the results aimed at with the minimum of hard- 
ship to individual officers. He hopes to get the bill 
through the House during the present session. 

The joint sub-committee on the personnel of the 
Navy will make an effort to close their general 
hearings on Saturday of this week, when Colonel 
Heywood, commandant of the Marine Corps, will 
make an argument in favor of the legislation de 
sired by that corps. After this a final hearing will 
be given to the Secretary of the Navy, who is ex- 
pected to present a revised — the salient feature 
of which is the creation of a reserved list of about 
260 line officers, wow dee with Comdr. F. E. 
Chadwick, and ending with Lieut. A. C. Baker. 
These are to be allowed to go upon a reserved list 
upon their own application. They are not to be 
assigned to sea duty, but are to be available for 
shore details. In case there are not enough vol 
untary applications the Secretary is to convene a 
board of Rear-Admirals to select men for the re 
served list. The officers on this reserve list are to be 
entitled to promotion up to the grade of capta Lin, 
but are not to interfere with promotions in the 
tive list. Upon a vacancy occugring in the fates 
list there will be a promotion in that list and a 
promotion in the reserved list at the same time, As 
soon as the Secretary has submitted his. revised 
bill the committee will begin the preparation of the 
bill or bills to be reported, so as to be taken up at 
the next session. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has post 
poned consideration of the bill providing for the 
transfer of the Coast and Geodetic Survey to the 
Navy Department until Tuesday of next week, 
when a delegation of professors of Columbia Col 
lege, New York, will be heard in opposition to the 
measure 

‘he Senate Committee on Military Affairs has 
submitted a favorable report urging the immediate 
passage of the bill relating to details of retired of 
ficers of the Army to institutions of learning, the 
object of which is to restore the authority of the 
Executive to. make details from the retired list 
Without reference to the fixed limit by the act of 
Noy. 3, 1893, and without expense to the Govern 
ment other than that involved in the issue of ord 
nance and ordnance stores, which is left to the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of War. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has sub- 
mitted favorable reports on the bill authorizing 
Naval officers to administer oaths; on the joint 
resolution to enroll Thomas R. Proctor, late See 
retary to Rear-Admiral Pearson with the relative 
rank of lieutenant, and on the bill to permit fhe 
Secretary of the Treasury to accept certified checks 
instead of bonds as surety for contract work. The 
committee also reported favorably the bill to allow 
the Bath Iron Works $95,000 as premium on the 
gunbeats “Castine” and “Machias” for exéess of 
speed over contract requirements. 

The Senate Committee on Claims has reported 
favorably the bill to pay the heirs of the late 
( ‘haplain Samuel Kramer, U.S.N., a sum not to ex- 
ceed $1,800 in full for all money due that ofticer for 
services as chi ipl: iin in the Navy. 

The Senate Committee on Commerce has made a 
favorable report on the bill to improve the efficiency 
of the Revenue Cutter Service by providing for 
putting disabled officers on waiting orders’ pay out- 
side of the line of promotion. The bill has now 
been favorably reported in both houses and _ its 
advocates believe it can be passed during the pres- 
ent session of Congress.

This characteristic produced reciprocal ef- 
fect in those who served with him, and was one of 
the chief reasons why men became so loyally at- 
tached to him. It so dominated his entire nature 
that it sometimes led him into eror and caused him 
to stand by friends who were no longer worthy of 
his friendship, and to trust those in whom his faith 
should not have been reposed.”

U.S. N., commanding U.S. naval force in Ber 
Ing Sea, as to carrying out the provisions of the 
Act of Congress, approved April 6, ISDA, to sive 
effect to the award of the Tribune of Arbitra- 
tion in the matter of seal fishing. Commznder 
Clerk is instructed to order the vessels under 
his command to warn all American and British 
Vessels they may meet outside of the waters 
prohibited by this act not to enter these waters 
for the purpose of sealing during the periods of 
time in which fur-seal fishing is so prohibited. 
An entry showing the notice of warning is to be 
mide upon the register of such vessels. Lostrue- 
tions are given as to the limitations within 
Which fur-seal tishing is prohibited during the 
sisson from May 1 to July 31, inclusive. Vessels 
Violating the provisions of the act, whether with 
or without warning, are to be seized and sent, 
With all persons on board thereof, in charge of a 
sufficient force to insure delivery, together with 
Witnesses and proofs, and the declaration of the 
officer making the seizure, if America. to the 
most convenient port of Alaska, California, Ore 
gon or Washington, and there delivered to the 
otticers of the United States court having juris 
diction; and, if British, to Unalaska, or to the 
lhost convenient port in British Columbia, and 
delivered to the proper authorities of Great 
Britain, or delivered to the Commanding Officer 
of any British vessel charged with the execu- 


tion of the award.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


At a meeting of the Board of Bureau Chiefs of 
the Navy Department last Tuesday afternoon, it 
was decided to recommend to Secretary Herbert 
that cellulose be used as a protection for the vital 
parts of the “* Machias” and “ Castine. 

The final trial trip of the “ Marblehead” will 
take place on May 1 next. A is the compo 
sition of the Trial Board: © apt.

The Fish Commission steamer “ Albatross,”

send, April 17. 

The new U. S. battleship “Minneapolis.” which 
has been under construction at the vards of the 
Messrs. Cramps, at Philadelphia, is now rapidly 
approaching completion. She is at present a 
League Island, where she will be dry-docked and 
receive her propellors. 

Engineer in Chief Melville has filed charges 
against Commdr. C. EF. Goodrich, of the ** Con- 
cord,” for failing to report to the Department cer 
tain defects in the machinery of that vessel. 

Captain Terry, the senior officer of the South 
Atlantic Station, in a report to the Navy Depart 
ment, gives a detailed account of the drowning of 
William T. Bruce, an enlisted man belonging to 
the “ Yantic.”” The report stated that a number of 
the “ Yantic’s"” men had gone on board the 
* Newark” to pay a call. When their visit bad 
been concluded they descended into their boat and 
raised the sail. Just at that moment a squall 
burst, dashing the small boat up against the 
* Newark’s ” side, capsizing it. All the men in it 
were rescued with the exception of Bruce 

The Navy Department is considering the idea o 
making the bulkheads and water tanks of torpedo 
boats of aluminum, Experiments are to be con- 
ducted shortly with this metal with this objeet 
in view. 

Orders have been issued to the five naval cadets 
who were transferred from the “ Charleston” to 
the “ Detroit” at Rio for passage home, direct 
ing them to repair to the Naval Academy to under 
go their final examinations. These cadets are: R. 
D. Hasbrouck, F. R. Payne, C. L. Huzzey, F. L 
Sawyer and G, C. Day, They were very popular 
with the ships’ companies of both the “* Charles 
ton” and “ Detroit,” and none but the best wishes 
accompany them on their return to the Naval 
Academy. 

The Navy Department has received a long re 
port from Commander Brownson, of the “ Detroit.” 
in reference to her behavior during her recent sea 
cruise. Commander Brownson speaks in high terms 
of the action of the ship in all kinds of weather 
He particularly refers to a storm at sea which the 
* Detroit ” weathered well, and says that with a 
few minor repairs, she will be in excellent condition. 
It is the intention of the Department to place the 
* Detroit * out of commission at Norfolk and make 
alterations to her in accordance with the recommen 
dations of the Stability Board. This work is not 
expected to consume any great length of time. 

A deplorable accident occurred on the 25th inst 
to Lieut. Arthur B. Speyers, the executive officer of 
the * Yorktown,” which is now at Port Townsend. 
Lieutenant Speyers was handling a firearm when 
it exploded, the ball entering the calf of his leg. 
His condition was such as to prevent his removal to 
a naval hospital and local treatment was provided, 
Immediately upon the receipt of the news, the 
Navy Department ordered Lieut. L. H. Stevens to 
proc eed to Port Townsend for duty as Lieutenant 
Speyers’ relief. 

The sinking of the Brazilian armored cruiser 
* Aquideban ” by auto-mobile torpedoes has directed 
the attention of members of the two committees on 
naval affairs to the effectiveness of this weapon 
of offensive and defensive warfare, and to the lack 
of torpedo-boats in the American Navy. The 
Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has had the 
matter under consideration and has authorized the 
chairman, Mr. McPherson, to report an amend- 
ment to the naval appropriation bill, bringing the 
number of torpedo-boats authorized by that bill 
up to 20.

Secretary Lamont made a big recuetion in the 
clerical force of the War Department last Saturday. 
One chiet of division aud a aumber of clerks were 
usked to resign, not on account of their polities, bui 
because the Secret iury believed that the Department 
had become overcrowded with clerks and many 
could be dispensed with. [t is understood te be his 
intention to make a further reduction in all the 
buresus “of the War Departinent. [It is said that 
about 400 dismissals out of the 1,500 clerks on duty 
in all branches of the War Department will be 
made. About 250 of these will occur in the Record 
and Pension Division. Ahe Adjutant-General’s of 
tice and the Surgeon-General’s office will each suffer 
the loss of quite a number of clerks. The Secre- 
tary’s aetion in weeding out the majority of clerks 
in his own office is taken to mean that he is going 
back to the old system of depending upon the va 
rious staff bureaus, especially the Adjutant-Gen 
eral’s office for the transaction of administrative 


business, 


General Schotield said last Thursday that no 
decision had yet been reached as to Changes in 
the stations of regiments, and that if any did oc- 
cur it would only be after the middle of June. 
In view of this authoritative statement, all re- 
ports that the department had decided upon 
transfers are erroneous. As the Journal all 
dlong has stated, Secretary Lamont, Quartermias- 
ter-General Batchelder and General Schotield have 
been in frequent consultation in regard to 
spring changes, but the state of the transporta- 
tion fund has kept them from ordering the ex- 
tensive changes they originally contemplated. 
But what may perhaps be an additional obsta- 
cle in the way of transfers this year will be the 
Coxey movement. A troop has already been or- 
dered owt to intercept striking miners who had 
captured a train with the intention of coming to 
Washington. The troop captured the miners 
und put them under arrest. This movement, 
however, made a hole in the transportation fund, 
und should any further breaks occur which will 
necessitate the presence of troops, General Scho- 
field’s desire in the matter of transfers of regi- 
ments will not be consummated. None of the 
officials in Army headquarters know anything 
about the report that the War Department had 
decided to send the 17th Infantry to Fort Sheri- 
dan as soon as possible after July 1, when the 
new appropriation becomes available. Neither 
have they any information of the 15th going to 
Fort D. A. Russell. They say that the Depart- 
ment has discussed the question of transferring 
these regiments, but that no .decision hes yet 
been reached,

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A COMMONWEAL BIVOUAC., 
Rawlins, Wyo., April 15, isvd 

Army people who may have had the good(%) fortune 
to be on duty at Fort Washakie know that there is a 
town of Rawlins on the Union Pacific Overland Route. 
where the Army is represented by an agent of .the 
Q. M. D.. “Captain” L. A. Humphrey, who is always 
on hand to extend, and does extend, to Ariy people 
in transit the social and official amenities devolving 
upon him, in a knightly sort of way. ; ; 

In view of the recent alarming increase of armies, If 
might be as well to add that what has thus far been 
written has reference only to the army serving nndet 
orders from H. Q. A., Washington, D. C. Especially 
is this suggested by the fact that it is the purpose of 
the writer to narrate for the amusement of your read 
ers the halt at Rawlins of Lieutenant-Gieneral Kelley's 
Pacific Coast Corps of General Coxey's Industrial Army 
of the Commonweal. After his train had passed Greeu 
River, 125 miles west of here, Kelley wired the mayor 
of Rawlins that his troop would reach here at 11 p. m. 
A hurried meeting of citizens was held and a supply of 
food contributed for the invaders, which was cooked 
und taken to the Rawlins stock yards, where the Kelley 
troop Was to be “banqueted."’ Knowing that the Com- 
monwealers were in light marching order; in fact, in 
undress or fatigue uniform, and it being a cold, frosty 
night, the good people of Rawlins, while awaiting the 
arrival of Kelley’s train, built a number of camp fires 
for their comfort. The train arrived on its schedule 
time, and a queer sight it presented. Huddled together 
like sheep, the inmates of the 26 box cars could be 
viewed from the side doors, faintly illumined by a 
single candle light. From 50” to 60 men were in each 
car, the average length of the cars being about 22 feet. 
so that when they were lying down the comparison 
“packed like sardines in a box’? was not inapt. They 
were absolutely without effects other than an_ occa- 
sional singie blanket or quilt, except that each car 
seemed to have an abundant supply of empty tomatoe 
and pea cans, the never failing C. & G. 'E. of your true 
hobo. 

As soon as the train stopped the “troop”? began dis- 
embarking, and accomplished a formation which gave 
every indication of a thorough military head. Each ear 
appeared to contain a company of about 56 to 60 strong, 
in command of a captain and one sergeant. The air 
was soon full of cries, “Fall in,Company G,"’ “This way, 
Company M."" Men were detailed to gather wood, 
who, on returning in the dark, would ery out “Company 
I or “Company K,”" or some other company, until 
guided to their proper camp fire, and there was just 
such an air of military occupation (with perhaps a little 
too much noise). To lend a real military appearance 
to the scene, it chanced to be the drill night of Light 
tattery A, of the Ist Wyoming N. G., located at Raw- 
lins, and many of the battery had come to Kelley's 
bivouae direct from their armory in uniform. In march- 
ing the “‘troop’’ from the train to the *commissariat,”’ 
Kelley's men moved in column of fours, each company 
being preceded by a color-bearer, who carried aloft an 
American ensign of the kind usually sold for decorative 
purposes at 371%) cents per dozen, less 5 per cent. off 
for cash, and, while writing of colors, it may be added 
that in the ranks, neatly sandwiched in in the sets of 
fours, Were numerous American citizens of African de- 
scent. Considering that it was midnight and with but 
ittle light to guide them, their formation, the align- 
ment and distance kept were simply marvelous. “Right 
oblique” or “Incline to the left’’ was frequently given, 
and inasmuch as they were almost all too youthful or 
young to have been in our civil war, it is @afe to as- 
sume that many graduated from our regular. service. 
and, judging from their general appearance, not a few 
via the “bob-tail’’ route. The odor emitted by the 
passing of Kelley's troop when marching through the 
Rawlins stockyards was downright pestilential, The 
press dispatches say that when they reach Omaha the 
local health board will quarantine and vaecinate the 
entire shooting match, rank and file. 

As to the social status of Kelley's “troop” opinions 
d fer, of course, but experts here maintain that more 
than 3) per cent. are professional hobos and vyaga- 
bonds of long standing. Twenty-three recruits joined 
Kelley here, and of these the local police informed the 
writer that several had only just reached Rawlins from 
Colorado en route West. The prospect of unlimited 
free transportation and grub easily induced them to 
take on with the Commonwealers and execute an about 
face.
